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THE NEW GOVERNMENT iN PARIS.
Tux members of tho new Provisional Govern-
ment formed in France truly eay, in their
firat address to the people, that they are
placed ‘‘not in power but in peril.”
They are backed up by the Pari.
sian populace, and by securing the co.
operation of General Troohu they will
have the support of all the military forces
ander his commend. They have captured
the cepital and the remnant of the French
army, and for the moment no power may
prove strong enough to dispute their newly-
oreated authority, Bul they are in great
‘“‘peril,” nevertheless, from domestic as well
as foreign foes. It was only & small minority
of the Corps Lezislatif, apparently, that
favored the new movement, while the Senate
manifested a disposition to oppose it nnani-
mously. The Pruvisional Government, in
viow of the danger of opposilion from these
quarters, decrees that ‘‘the Corps Logislatif
be dissolved avd the Senate abolished.” All
the old suthority, therefors, is swepl away,
tha parlismentary supporters of the empire
perishing with the empirs itself, while the
republio is called into existence by & purely
revolutionary movement. Whether the men
who bave been so suidenly deposed will
pescofully submit to the late decree remains
to be seen, but that they will iatrigue and
oonspire against their new masters oan

goaroely be doubted, and thus at the outset |

internal perils are encountered.

On the other hand the new government
olaims that it is “‘before all a government for
the national defenfe."” The popular feeling
which cnlled it into existence and which sus-
taina it demands that invasion shall be re-
pelled, and in response to this demand assn-
rances are bheld out that n great popnlar up-
rising will yet avenge the couulry and carve
out a road to viotory,

If such difiiculties can be surmonnted and
such promises can be redcemed, there must
indeed be a power in the mere name of re-
publicanism to reanimate the soul of France,
and to work out magical results,

The military virtne of the new system will
soon be tested. The invading armies have
already commenced forced marches upon the
capital. In view of the victories they have
already achioved, it seems liko madness for
Paris to attempt resistance. And yet all
hearts there are apparently resolved om vie-
tory or death. The loss of army after army
and battle after battle has not yet intimidated
thew. The dictates of prudence are for the
moment overrnled. No man dared to talk of
a disereditable peace, and Paris is apparently
Bi cager to measure military strength with
the invaders as if they had given no proofs of
irresistible prowess.

What is to be the result of this extraordi-
nary complication 7 Are the Germans abont
to gain a crowning trinmph over the most
strongly fortifi«d city in the world, and to
end the war without baving suffered a single
reverse, or have the long-conlinued and ex-
pensive preparations for the defense of the
oapital at last made it impregnable ? Is there
something more than French bluster in the
desperate resolutions that are so loudly pro-
claimed, andis there still a possibility that
by protracting the campaign into the fall
months and obtaining time to recuperate,
France may yet regain, under the banner of &
repablic, all the prestige she has lost under
the flag of the Empirar

The events of the next few weeks—perhaps
of tho mext few days—will answer many, if
not all, of these questions, and on the answer

bhang the destinies of the ampire.

If France is thus relieved, once and for-
ever, of the dynasty whioh has drained her
life's blood, and if the Bonapartes aro henoe-
forth as deeply despised as the Bourbons, a
higher and better future may beocoms possi.
ble for the nation whioh has run through the
whole pamut] of government. Two repub.
lican experiments have beon crushed by the
Nupoleons, Selfish and ambitious to the last
degree, thay have used their popularity with
the people to destroy popular power, while
the overshadowing lustre of their reputation
| has kept honest patriots in the backgronund,

and consigned to obscurity all who wonld not
| become the slaves of Imperialism,

From the very depth of her present misfor-
tunes, the wise and good men of France can
therefore draw consolation. Another oppor-
tunity is offered to establish ‘“‘a government
of the people for the people,” while the ob-
stacle which has baflled both her previons re-
publican efforts is destroyed. For the mo-
ment confusion, passion, mortified pride, a
senea of dapger, and a thirst for Vengoance
maoy blind the oyes of statesmen and citizens
to their true duty in the presemt orisis,
But after they have time to rea-
son, they will net bs slow to
comprehend and appreciate the permanent
advantages which are intermingled with their
temporary disasters, ‘The annihilation of
Imperislism may compemante them for the
loss of their armies, and if they are enabled
to build ap a permsanent republio on the
riins of Bonapartism, its successful workings
will take the sting from the German vioto-
ries,

Politienl education progresses slowly, even
in the most enlightened conntries, and there
are many lessons which can be effectually
learned only in the dear school of experience.
Unbappy France bas had a terrible schooling
of this description, but if she can sum nup
sufficient philosophy to look upon the in-
vasion, with all its attendant horrors, as a
bitter yet necessary and instructive warning
agaiust the repetition of her political errors,
and as a final death-blow to every form of in-
ternal tyranny, she will become a moral vio-
tor atter all, and profit more by her military
overthrow than by thousand martial
trinmphs inspired by love of vain glory and
achieved by cirrying devastation abroad and
by establishing despotism at home,

THE RECORDERSHIP.

Tux relenso of s dangerous burglar by e-
corder Givin a few days ago has raised the
quastion often agitated bLefore as to the
utility of the office of Recorder, and whether
it muglt ot be sbolished with sdvantage,
Tue mct of consolidation, apparently unin-
toniionu'ly, negleoted to make any mention
of the Recorder, and in consequence the
office has continned to exist under a sort of
sufferance; and so long as the ocoupunt of
the office gave no cause for complaint, it
might be gllowed to exist for an indefinite
period. It is a very serious question, how-
ever, whe'her an officer who is not the judge
of a court thould be allowed to exercise the
great powers that the Recorder docs, and at the
next session of the Legislature the gqnestion

of abolishing the Recordership ought to be
serious'y considered. This is the more neces-
sary as Recorder Givin has shown a disposi-
tion to wield greater powers than apparently
belong to bim. Not long ago he discharged
a prisoner ou & writ of babeas corpus, thereby
arsuming an authority that every one sup-
posed was taken away from the Recorder at
the time of the abolition of the Mayor's
Court; and in accepling bail for Landman
without consulting the District Attorney, he
proved that he considered himself entirely
independent of the Court of Quarter
Sesgions, end wunder no obligation
to observe its rules. These things prove
that the powers of the Hooordership are dan-
gerous to the community when exercised by
an improper person, and it is very evident
that oflice either ought to be abolished or
placed under some restraints, aud be made
responsible to some competent anthority.

Ox Saturday a rather curious incident oc-

Givin's straw bail performance, is deserving

and was accepled on sweaving that he was

Instead of this, we find the Distriol Attorney
first roflecting severely upom the Recorder
and refusing to have any official interconrse
with him, and then, with the ocom.
pliance of the Judge, committing preocisely
the same error of judgment. The affair is
curious at least, and it is not to be wondersd
at, in the light of such & transaction,
that the rogues who prey upon society are
apt to esteam themselves superior to the law.
Public opinion will domand from Judge Alli-
sen and District Attorney Sheppard a satis-
factory explanation of their reasons for re-
leasing Muson in the manner that they did,
and they will have to make out a better case
for themselves than Recorder Givin has done
for himself before they will be exensed for
what now appears to be a gross piece of
carclessness.
